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Hoffa Could 
JBe Losing Iron 
Grip on Union 


WASHINGTON (AP)-James 


R. Hoffa has backed off from 
a crackling Teamsters Union 
row over whether the union 
should-continue paying his legal 
fees, stirring speculation he is 
j»sing his iron grip on the 
Teamsters. 


Hoffa, never known for duck- 


ing scraps but now beset by 
troubles with the law, yielded to 
a demand by one of his vice 
presidents that the union stop 
paying the bills until it can be 
determined whether or not it is 
in violation of federal law. 


Edward Bennett Williams, the 


Teamsters general counsel who 
lias defended Hoffa in some of 


.. his legal battles, is reported to 


have ruled that the union will 
be breaking the law if it pays 
the fees. 


Hoffa, according to an aide, 


made his decision in Chicago 
Where he is on trial on federal 
charges of misusing $20 million 
iii union pension reserves. 


"Mr. Hoffa wants to find out 


E such payments are legal," 
aid Teamsters Vice President 
Harold J. Gibbons in St. Louis. 
"The decision will not be re- 
versed until the legality is up- 
held by a nationally outstanding 
authority." 


Gibbons, who'resigned in De- 


cember as Hoffa's executive as- 
sistant and closest aide, said 
"Mr. Hoffa made the decision 
in view, of a request by Teanv 
•ters Vice President John J. 
O'Rpurke of New York." 


Gibbons denied reports that 


the funds had been run off by 
the union's secretary-treasurer. 


"It was strictly Mr. Hoffa's 


decision, until the legal issues 
are settled," said Gibbons.

Court Backs

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — The 


Arkansas Supreme Court af- 
firmed today contempt of court 
citations against two Memphis 
lawyers who made a jury-stack-.

Court. 


The Supreme Court said, how- 


ever, that fines of $250 each and 
the two days they had already 
served in jail were 
sufficient 


punishment for the attorneys, 
James 0. Garner and Bernard 
M. Rosen. 


Circuit 
Judge Guy Amsler 


sentenced Rosen to 10 days in 
jail and Gamer to five 
days 


last Jan. 3 after a contempt 
hearing. The men were released 
on bond the next day on an or- 
der from the Supreme Court. 


The high court said that Gar- 


ner and Rosen were clearly in 
contempt when Rosen said in 
Amslcr's chambers that Garner 
had been informed that 
the 


jury had been stacked 
against 


the clients Garner and Rosen 
were representing in a civil 
damage suit. 


The Supreme Court said the 


jury-stacking charge was prov- 
ed to be without foundation and 
that the punishment handed out 
by Amsler was justified. But 
the court said the ends of jus- 
tice would not be served by 
making the men return to jail. 


The principal purpose of con- 


tempt charges, the court said, 
is to guarantee the upholding of 
public confidence in the integ- 
rity of the judicial system.

The laws 
also make it a crime for a Ne- 
gro man and white woman, or 
white man and Negro woman, 
to habitually occupy the same 
room at night.

The ruling was asked by Dew- 


ey McLaughlin, described as a 
Negro, and Connie Hoffman, a 
white woman, who were arrest- 
ed in Miami Beach in February 
1062. Each was sentenced to 30 
days in jail and $150 fine after 
conviction of living in the same 
room. 


Counsel for the National As- 


sociation for the Advancement 
of Colored People, in a brief, on 
behalf of the defendants argued 
their conviction violated federal 
guarantees of equal protection 
and due process of law. 


A Florida welfare worker tes- 


tified at trial of the two that the 
white woman stated she began 
living with McLaughlin as Tier 
common law husband in 1961 
but had never had a formal 
marriage to him.
